MASSPORT 
HANSCOM FIELD IS FIRST 


On Thursday, May 17, 2001 Massport Hanscom Field 
was recommended for ISO 14001 certification by a 
third party registrar. This recommendation makes 
Massport Hanscom Field the first airport in the United 
States to have a certified environmental management 
system (EMS). 


For the past year a team of individuals from Massport 
has been working on developing the EMS that will be 
implemented at Hanscom Field. The basis for the 
EMS is the Environmental Management Policy 
(available on Massport’s webpage under the Capital 
Programs Resource Center). The Policy provides the 
framework for Massport’s EMS and __ other 
environmental goals. 


ISO 14001 is a voluntary international standard issued 
September 1996 by the International Organization for 
Standardization. It identifies elements of an EMS 
necessary for an organization to effectively manage its 
impact on the environment. The ultimate objective of 
the standard is to integrate the EMS with overall 
business considerations and to continually improve 
environmental performance at a facility. 


Operational Control for Tanks 
Every facility manager that has an _ underground 
storage tank (UST) remembers’ the date 
December 22, 1998. That is the date that all USTs 
were required to come into compliance with stricter 
equipment-based requirements. Now that the 
equipment has been upgraded and tanks have been 
pulled, the issue becomes operational compliance. 


The 1998 deadline was not supposed to be a symbol 
of the program being completed but should be 
considered the start date of the program. The focus 
now should be on ensuring that upgraded tanks are 
being operated and maintained properly. This 
includes: regular inspections; maintaining leak 
detection; and keeping records. If you operate a UST 
make sure you are operating the system in accordance 
with the laws and regulations.

Regulatory 
Update 


On May 16, the 
Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) issued 
a final rule that retains and 
slightly modifies the mixture rule 
and the derived-from rule. The 
mixture and derived-from rules 
ensure that hazardous wastes that 
are mixed with other wastes or 
that result from the treatment, 
storage or disposal of hazardous 
wastes do not escape regulation 
and thereby cause harm to human 
health and the environment. 


The revision _ includes an 
expanded exclusion for mixtures 
and/or derivatives of wastes 
designated as hazardous solely 
for the ignitability, corrosivity, 
and/or reactivity characteristics. 
Under the new final rule, all 


wastes listed solely for an 
ignitability, reactivity and/or 
corrosivity characteristic 
(including mixtures, derived- 


from and as generated wastes) 
are excluded once they no longer 
exhibit a characteristic. 








Hazardous 
Materials and Waste 
What are they? 


Hazardous Materials — At work 
and at home may include many 
“household type” and commercial 
products such as oil-based paint, 
bathroom cleaners, furniture 
polish, inks, paints strippers and 
solvents. 

Waste — A materials that has 
served its purpose and is used or 
spent, discarded or abandoned, and 
is destined to be thrown away. 


Hazardous Waste — Federal and 
state regulations place hazardous 
waste into two major categories: 


1.) Characteristic | Wastes 
wastes that are  ignitable, 
corrosive, reactive or toxic. 


2.) Listed Wastes - wastes that 
have been classified as 
hazardous and places’ on 
Federal and state lists. 


The Massachusetts Hazardous 
Waste Regulations can be found at 
310 Code of Massachusetts 
Regulations Part 30. The 
regulation includes requirements 
for generation, storage and 
disposal.

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THE ENVIRONMENT 
AND YOU 


We have all heard of the West 
Nile Virus. It appeared for the 
first time in Boston last summer, 
many birds were infected but 
there were no human cases. Here 
is some information about the 
virus and what you can do to 
protect yourself and family this 
summer. 


The West Nile Virus is spread 
through adult mosquitoes. The 
virus cannot be passed from 
human to human or even from 
bird to human. The elderly are at 
the greatest risk of becoming ill if 
an infected mosquito bites them.

Mosquitoes look 


for cool damp places like a 
child’s swimming pool, a 
birdbath, gutters filled with 


leaves, or containers filled with 
water. Turn the pool over when 
the kids are done, clean out the 
birdbath and gutters regularly, 
and keep containers from filling 
with water. 


The most important thing is to 
keep mosquitoes from biting you; 
some easy ways to do this are 
listed below: 


- Be cautious if you are 
outdoors after the sun has set 


- When outdoors at night, wear 
long pants, a_ long-sleeved 
shirt and socks 


- Use a mosquito repellent that 
contains DEET 


- Make sure window or screen 
doors don’t have holes 


Last year the City of Boston did 
some ground spraying of a mild 
pesticide. If necessary this will 
be done again this summer. First 
the City is focusing on educating 
the public on how to _ reduce 
mosquitoes.
